This glass was produced in Peninsula, Ohio by Mark and Craig Vance by methods dating 
back almost 2,000 years. It is totally hand produced. The shape and symmetry of the offhand 
blown object is totally dependent upon the skill, dexterity and creativity of the glassmaker. 
The procedure for making a simple vase is as follows: a pre-heated blowpipe is dipped into 
the furnace full of molten glass and a small glob or "gather" of glass is lifted from the furnace. 
It is then taken to the glassblowers bench where the blowpipe is free to rotate as it is 
supported by the arms of the bench. The gather is shaped, and a small bubble is formed by 
blowing through the pipe. Another gather is dipped from the furnace over the first. It is then 
taken to the bench, shaped, and the bubble is further enlarged. The bottom of the vessel is 
flattened and the top is "necked in." A solid metal rod is attached to the bottom of the vessel 
and the piece is broken off at the neck. The neck is reheated and a lip is formed. The finished 
piece is now ready for the annealing oven where it is uniformly heated at the annealing 
temperature and then gradually cooled over a twelve hour period. This basically outlines the 
offhand glassblowing process. More steps are necessary as a piece becomes more 
complicated. 


Offhand Glass

The word glassblowing brings to one’s mind 
various impressions, depending upon the experi¬ 
ences of the individual, ranging from lampworker 
at a carnival making small figurines to mass- 
produced mold blown work from southern Ohio’s 
factories, to the elegant Steuben crystal to the 
very individual works of Dominik Labino, Henry 
Halem, Tom McGlauchlin, and other offhand 
glassblowers. 

Only with the past two decades has offhand 
glassblowing (freeblown, without the use of molds 
which would determine the shape of the final 
piece) become a medium available to the 
individual artist-craftsman in the United States. 
Previously, all blown glass was produced under 
factory conditions. Each piece was designed by 
one person and executed dozens if not hundreds 
or thousands of times by a team or “glass shop” of 
three to six men. 

Now that the technical problems such as 
small furnace construction, melting and annealing 
the glass, forming an object without assistance, 
etc. have been solved, at least basically, there are 
a few hundred artist-craftsmen who produce 
creative glass of their own design. Glass is now a 
medium employed successfully by many contem¬ 
porary artists as can be readily seen by viewing 
the exciting pieces on display in national and 
regional exhibitions. 

The artist working in glass has the freedom to 
experiment. He is not bound by the limitations 
necessary to mass production. This experimenta¬ 
tion is also a necessity, so that new shapes, 
textures, and colors can be developed and so that

the artist knows the working characteristics of the 
medium. In addition, the material is being 
sandblasted, cut, etched, enameled, slumped and 
cast. It is exciting to speculate what will be 
produced in the years to come as the glasswork- 
ers develop their technique and sophistication. 

Our gallery-glassblowing studio: Vance 
Glassworks, is located in Peninsula, Ohio. Here 
we freeblow functional glass, and sculptural 
pieces in which we combine blown forms with 
other materials such as limestone, aluminum, 
plastics and wood. In our gallery, in addition to 
displaying at least two hundred pieces produced 
by my brother, Craig Vance and myself, we 
exhibit ceramics, paintings, jewelry, prints, and 
sculpture by very competent professional Ohio 
artists.
